The- franchise for operation of the 
street ear line from the downtown 
section to the state eapitol will be 
before the city commission, in the 
near future. The present franchise 
under which Main an! Fourth Streets 
are used by the state in the Oper- 
ation of the line will expire about 
the middle of September, and the 
question of whether- or net the line 
should be continued in the future is 
being discussed in various quarters. 


There are some property owners 


on Fourth street 
who would 
be 


very glad to see the line discontin- 
ued altogether. Although the street 
has been paved, money has never 
been provided by the state legisla- 
ture for paving between the tracks. 
This has been the cause of some ob- 
jections raised by property owners 
who* feel that since they paid heavy 
assessments to get jpart of the street 
paved the state ought to pave be- 
tween the street car tracks. 


There also has been some objec- 
tion raised because of the frequency 
of near accidents, especially in col- 
lisions between automobiles and the 
car. 


On the part of the state there is 


said to be a desire on the part of 
some officials to seek some other 
method of transportation, since there 
is an annual 
deficit of $6,000 
to 


§8,000 in the line. Should the line 
be abandoned it is felt some, method 
for transportation by motor cars or 
buses would have to be arranged for 
state employes. There has been ad- 
vanced a suggestion that the ear be 
not operated in the summer but be 
operated daring the winter. A great 
-number of employes who walk or use. 
their own automobiles in the sum- 
mer depend OB the street car dur- 
ing the winter. 
While there appears a deficit each 


year, there also are some who be- 
lieve that tbe state ought to maintain

The act of the 1923 legislature 


talcing- power of appointing members 
of .the State Bar Board from the 
Governor and giving it to the su- 
preme court is held constitutional, in 
a memorandum opinion of District 
Judge Fred Jansonius, made today. 
The court also held that the law 
of the legislature appropriating $10r 
000 from funds of the Bar Beard 
to be used in the purchase and re- 
pair of books for the supreme court 
library was not unconstitutional. 


The State Bar Board, composed of 


C. J. Fisk, S. E. Ellsworth and R. 
Goer, had obtained an order restrain- 
ing E. J. Taylor, librarian; i, H. 
Newton, clerk of the supreme court, 
and the state auditor and treasure! 
from expending the money appropri- 
ated. The bar board fund is created 
from the annual license -fee paid by 
lawyers. 


Judge Jansonius found that since 


it is provided the supreme court 
shall appoint members of the Bar 
Board from lawyers of the Bar asso- 
ciation the question naturally, arise^ 
whether the" district court" has any 
jurisdiction in the matter. For the 
purpose of permitting the case to be 
finally 
decided, however, he put 


aside questions of -jurisdiction. 


The court held that the Bar Board 


is really an agency of the supreme 
court and therefore the constitution- 
al provisions which prohibit appoint- 
ive power being lodged in the su- 
preme court does not obtain.

Franchise For Its Operation 
Will Expire During Mid­ 
dle of September 


TO 
BE 
CONTINUED? 
Some People Object to Con­ 
tinuing Car Line, While 
Others Favor It 


The franchise for operation of the 
atreet car line from the downtown 
section to the state capítol will be 
before the city commission in the 
near future. The present franchise 
under which Main anP Fourth Streets 
are used by the state in the oper­ 
ation of the line will expire about 
the middle of September, and the 
question of whether or not the line 
should be continued in the future is 
being discussed in various quarters. 
There are some property owners 
on Fourth street 
who would 
be 
very glad to see the line discontin­ 
ued altogether. Although the street 
has been paved, money has never 
been provided by the state legisla­ 
ture for paving between the tracks. 
This has been the cause of some ob­ 
jections raised by property owners 
who feel that since they paid heavy 
assessments to get jiart of the street 
paved the state ought to pave be­ 
tween the street car tracks. 
There ftlso has been some objec­ 
tion raised because of the frequency 
of near accidents, especially in col­ 
lisions between automobiles and the 
car. 
On the part of the state there is 
said to be a desire on the part of 
some officials to seek some other 
method of transportation, since there 
is an annual 
deficit of $6,OOÜ 
to 
$8,000 in the line. Should the line 
bo abandoned it is felt some method 
for transportation by motor cars or 
buses would have to be arranged for 
state employes. There has been ad­ 
vanced a suggestion that the car be 
not operated in the summer but be 
operated during the winter. A greet 
number of employes who walk or use 
their own automobiles in the sum­ 
mer depend on the atreet car dur­ 
ing the winter. 
While there appears a deficit each 
year, there also are some who be­ 
lieve that the state ought to maintain 
the transportslftou eerrlce for the, 
employes and visitors to the city, 
and argue that aince 
the capítol 
must maintain a power plant for 
heating and lighting it can without 
great additional exnense in the win­ 
ter operate the car line. 
The new Memorial building was

electric utility. The electricity for 
the oupitol building now is furnished 
by tho state's own power plant. 
A bill was passed by the legisla­ 
ture two years ago intended to make

The State Bar Board, composed ot

Goer, had obtained an order restrain­ 
ing E. J. Taylor, librarian; J. H. 
Newton, clerk of the supreme court, 
and the state auditor and trenqurer 
from expending the money appropri­ 
ated. The bar board fund is created 
from the annual license foe paid by 
lawyers. 
Judge Jansonius found that since 
it is provided the supreme court 
shall appoint members of ths Bar 
Board from lawyers of tho Bar asso­ 
ciation the question nstarally nripe^ 
whether the district court has any 
jurisdiction in the matter.

An Air Line Encircling Globe 
Seen by England 


London, Aug. 27.—An Imperial air 
line stretching out to India and the 
Far East, and eventually encircling 
the earth, is foreshadowed by 
the 
Duke of Sutherland, Under-Secretary 
for Air in the British government. 
This airship scheme, upon which the 
cabinet is expected to give a deci­ 
sion shortly, is a ' far-reaching one, 
says the Duke, and it may be possi­ 
ble soon to fly to India in 72 hours. 
The new British Home Defense Air 
Force, 
the 
Under-Secretary 
said, 
would consist of not fewer than 600 
airplanes. The purpose of this force 
would be to protect Britain against 
air attack by

try. 
“This is the only way to

peace," said the Duke. “I don't wish 
anyone to think I am accusing any 
of our great and friendly neighbors 
of wishing us ill.” 
The Under-Secretary said great ex­ 
tensions and improvp.ments were now 
being considered, especially in regard 
to the amalgamation of the various 
companies concerned in civil aviation 
and the employment of large sums of 
private capiUl, which he believed was 
the only way of attaining eventually 
commercial success without govern­ 
ment assistance.

The prison at Croix d^s Bouquets 
is constructed of heavy cement walls 
covered with a thatched roof.

spark from the prison kitchen ignited 
the roof, and the guards were suc­

in 
liberating 
the 
women 
prisoners. 
In the endeavor to re­ 
lease the fourteen men confined in 
separate qu:irtcrs 
the key became 
jammed in the lock, and efforts to 
break the lock with a stone by the 
native guards were unavailing.
